He thinks passenger rates sh'ould be reduced to Iwo cents 


a mile and that the real "sinews of war" should be drawn by 
the; roads from the freight business.

passenger fares are a direct lax upon the people, lliough why 
il is any more a direcMaxilhan freight rates the average mar 
will find it cliflicult lo comprehend! He says few people woulV 
ever feel .the difference between high.a-nd low freight rate's, 
bul that when one is "compelled To pay $5 or $6 more than 
lie formerly did for a trip back lo his old home he thinks lie is 
being robbed." 


'Mr. Underwood is an experienced railroad man and should 


be better.able; to judge in a mailer of this kind than the ordi- 
nary individual, 46 whom, however, his reasoning will sound

II would seem fairer and more just in every way lo have pas- 
sengers as well as shippers .pay.their fair shaV.e of the increased 
costs of operation, That would place the.costs on the should- 
ers of.those who receive Ihe service, where il belongs, with' 
no discrimination between the'Iwo branches. 


It may be presumptuous on Hie part of the inexperienced lo 


question the views of a man in the position of President 
Underwood: nevertheless il is safe to assume (hat Ihe stand 
he lakes will be seriously questioned, not only by (he inex- 
perienced, but by at least-some liien who are notslrangers to 
the ins and ouls of Ihe railroad business.
